general purport .). 

A Housing colony for fi hermen was set up in 1962 under the poor 
Housing Scheme. The land acquired for the purpose extending to 13 acres 
and 34 408 cents was acquired by Government and handed over to the 
Neendakara Mal.ya Vyavasaya Vividhodhesya Co -operative Society No. 3303. 

The originally acquired land was distributed in the first instance to 
92 famil es at the rate of 10 cents each . The remaining area was accupied by 
two buildings, a Midwifery Centre , Reading Room , Latrines etc. An extent 
of 2 acres and 6 ( ents was later wash d off as a result of sea ero ion . 
Alihough the original pattern of distribution was at the rate of 10 cents to 
cach families, the condition charged soon consequent on the mul ipliction 
of he fan ilies ard encroachment by outsiders. This problem has been 
going on for the last few years and the present position is that the e are 
189 families crared in this space. The extent in possession of each family 
now varies from 1 cent to 8 cents . Out of this 189 families, the land belonge 
ing to 12 families ie . an extent of 1 acre and 5 cents has been acquired for 
the National Highway . However, these families have not been evicted 
because alternative si es are to be located and they are to be resettled . 

The net area available now after surrendering the acquired area for the 
Nation 1 Highway is 8 acres only. It is practically impossible to except 
these 189 families to settle themselves in this limited ex ent o la d . 
Alrrady individual hutments are too close to one another with the result that 
life in the colony has become really hazardous from the point of view of 
possible fire accidents and also because of the difficulties ofspace. Not only 
is it not possible to take away portions of the land possessed by families 
ha ing 7 to 8 cents but also it will be inadvisable to attempt any such 
sedistribution of available land within ihe colony as the prevailing congestion 
will still remain . The only alternative is to resettle a certain number of 
families to some other suitable area which should not be far from this colony 
for reason that the colonists being fishermen , they should be able to carry on 
their occupation. With a view to this , the land is proposed to be acquired .
